2 China then accepted about 
250,000 ethnic Chinese and 
resettled them in rural areas 
from which many are Iuow 
escaping to Hongkong. 

The Chinese authorities are 
already _ seeking to identify 
3.392 Vietnamese who, Hong- 
kong immigration officials be- 
lieve. were resettled by the 

Chinese but then made - their‏ ی 
second flight to Hongkong.‏ 

Mr John Heywood, the Hong- 
kong ` Deputy Secretary for 
Security, hopes that the Chinese 
will azree to their repatriation.
